mass troop movements of the whole 
war was carried out across the 
rugged Appenines. This brought the 
Eighth Army into position to strike 
through Cassino and up the Liri 
Valley, once the primary Gustav 
line defences have been cracked. 
A thunderous barrage opened up 
the Allied offensive at 11 o'clock on 
Thursday night. It came from a 
concentration of artillery rivalling 
or surpassing that at El Alamein. 
Simultaneously tens of thousands of 
Fifth Army infantrymen went for- 
ward and took their first objectives. 


IN MOONLIGHT 


The hour-long barrage by the 
Fifth Army gave the Eighth Army 
an opportunity to move its equip- 
ment to the banks of the Rapido 
River. The crossing was undertaken 
as the moon rose to light the opera- 
tion, which had been timed to take 
advantage of every natural factor

Now that I am on the subject 
of political reminiscences let me tell 
you a story of the famous John 
Jinks. John, who was one of the 
world’s decentest men, was an 
alderm&#n, and former Mayor of 
the town of Sligo. He also had been 
an auctioneer, whereby hangs a tale 
that I propose to tell. 

His name became famous 
throughout the world—he even had 
a brilliant racehorse called after 
him—when he failed to appear for 
a critical division in the Dail, with 
the result that there was a tie, 
and the issue was decided by the 
Speaker’s casting vote. If John 
had been present the Cosgrave 
Government would have been 
beaten, but there would not have 
been a general election, as has hap- 
pened now. The idea was that Mr. 
Thomas Johnston, leader of the 
Labour Party, would have formed 
a Coalition -Government, and the 
Dail would have carried on as 
usual. 

But that is not what I want to 
say. In the old Home Rule days 
John Jinks was one of the staunchest 
Redmondites in Sligo, or, indeed, for 
that matter, anywhere else. It was 
at the time of the Ulster Volunteers 


(and here, by the way, I think that ' 


my memory might be refreshed by 
my friend, Major Mickie Myles, 
who may remember the incident) 
and the Northerners were doing 
quite a lot of gun-renning.

One day Jinks, in his capacity as 
auctioneer, was called upon to put 
up for sale a substantial quantity of 
crockery, which had been shipped to 
Sligo from across the Channel. He 
duly auctioned it, presiding in 
person over the proceedings. The 
consignment was bought by some- 
body, so far as | can remember, in 
Dongal, cr it may have been in 
Fermanagh The crates in which 
the crockery was packed were 
driven from Sligo northwards along 
the Bundoran road, but on the way 
there was a slight accident. One of

OBITUARY 


MH. C. PORTER 


Mr. Classon Porter, of St. Mary's 
road, ' Dublin, whose death is 
announced, was for many years 
secretary to his cousin, the lafe 
Right Hon. Sir A. M. Porter, 
Master of the Rolls. Subsequently 
he was Assistant Chief Clerk in the 
Rolls Chambers of the late Mr. 
Salmon. He retired in 1921. Born 
in Larne, Co. Antrim, in 1858, Mr. 
Porter was educated at the Royal 
School, Dungannon, and at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he had a 
distinguished career, obtaining 
Honours in Classics, History, and 
Political Science. He was awarded 
a Senior Moderatorship and Gold 
Medal in History and Political 
Science, and was also Political 
Economy Prizeman in 1882. In 
1882 he was called to the Irish Bar.
